then request that the image information be transmitted to the corresponding address of the 
designated destination through the selected communication mode. 

2, (()riginal) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 1, further comprising 
display means. 
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wherein, when said inpin meayis is repeatedly operated ai the time of desifinating the 
address, a plurality of address infonnation registered are changed over ai^d viewed on said 
display meajis In order. 

3. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 1 , 

wherein each of the plurality of address infonnation registered by said address 
information registering means can be set with a transmission priority order indicating an order in 
which communication modes are to be used for transmitting the designated image information to 
the designated destination. 

4. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 3, 
wherein, when same key is repeatedly operated at the 

time of selecting the address, plural address information registered on said key are changed over 
and selected in accordance with said transmission priority order. 

5. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 1, 

wherein said input means comprises one-touch dial means for enabling a large number of 
addresses to be registered and for designating the one address by operating the one touch dial 
means. 

6. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 2, 

wherein said input means comprises one-touch dial means for enabling a large number of 
addresses to be registered and to designating the one address by operating the one-touch dial 
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7. (Qriginal) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 3, 

wherein said input xtieans comprises one-touch dial means for enabling a large number of 

addresses lo be registered and for designating the one address by operating the one-touch dial 

means.

input means for inputting information idemilying a plurality of destination addresses,

further comprising display means, wherein, when said input means is repeatedly operated 
at the time of designating the address, said plurality of registered addresses are displayed in 
order. 

14. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 1 1, 

further comprising display means, wherein, when said input means is repeatedly operated 
at the time of designating the address, said plurality of registensd addresses are displayed in 
order.

informaiion registering means can be set with a transmission priority order indicating an order in 
which communication modes are to be used for transmitting the designated image informaiion to

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wherein each of the plurality of address infonnation registered by said address 
information registering means can set tlie transmission priority order indicating an order in which 
communicaiion modes are to be used for transniining the designated image information to the

17. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 11, 
wherein each of the plurality of address information registered by said address 

information registering means can set the transmission priority order in which commimication 
modes are to be used for transmitting the designated image information to the designated 
destination. 

18. (previously presented) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 9, wherein 
same key is repeatedly operated at the time of selecting the address, said dialing means changes 
over and selects, in order, said plural addresses information registered in said key. 

19. (previously presented) llie network facsimile device as defined in claim 10, wherein 
same key is repeatedly operated ax die time of selecting the address, said dialing means changes 
over and selects, in ox'der, said plural addresses information registered in said key. 

20. (original) The network facsimile device as defined in claim 11, 

wherein, same key is repeatedly operated ai the lime of selecting the address, said dialing 
means changes over and selects, in order, said plural addresses information registered in said 
key.

communication modes,

plurality of address information registered by said address infonTiatioa registering means is 
assigned a designation, said designation indicating whether tlie communication mode 
corresponding to the designated address information is to be inhibited.
